THE CHAIRMAN'S SPEECH. 


Tho Chairman said ; +Gontle- 
mon,—Tho report nnd statemont 
of accounts, togothor with tho 
auditor's report, having boon in 
your hands for somo days, I 
propose to follow the usual cus- 
tom and take thom as road. . The 
nott ‘profit for tho yoor, after 
moeting all administrative ox- 
penorcs, amounts to $3,183,237.51 
against $4,340,186.38 last yoar. 

Tho latter figuro, you will 
remombor, included $1,306,632.83 
gain accruing to our Company as 
a result of tho amalgamation with 
tho Contral [state Company, 
Limited. I may montion hero 
that in last yeor’s accounts thir 
profit was not included in tho 
balanoo upon which ‘tha Manug- 
ing Directors’ foes wore reckoned, 
and for this roagon the lattors’ 
commission for the presont yoar 
oxcecds that of 1923 although tho 
actunt profits oarned by tho Com- 
pany uro less. As rogards tho 
profit and Joss account, ronts oro 
slightly higher, and intorost has 
improved by about 220,000 
.o08 the result of tho largor 

‘amount advanced on mortgages. 
The profit on tho santo of 
investments and proportios must 
bo rogardod in a different light 
to tho rogulariy carned incomo 
of the Company os such gains aro 
non-recurront, and moan that tho 
ravenue from such sources will 
eithor ceaso or decrenso. Tt would 
therofore, bo very detrimontal -to 
tho intorests of the Company to 
consider distributing by way of 
dividend and bonus the whole of 
this monoy, as it would seriously 
affect tho futuro oarning capacity 
of-tho Company, and I think you 
will agroo that it is very desirable 
for a Company liko ours to main- 
tain, o8 far as possible, an oven 
rato of dividend, and, when the 
ronult justifies it, to inoreaso the 
rpturn to sharoholdors by paymant 
ofa bonus. This ie the policy that 
your Directors hnvo followed. Up 
to, andinoluding tho year 1918, 
wo paid a rogulardividond of $7 
por share, oquivalent to 7/7, on 
tho paid-up valuo of tho shares. 
Tho dividend for subsoquont years 
until 1923 has boon as follows: —

Tho British No 
Govornment upon the subject of 
Inter-Allied Dobts has had o. by 
no moans unfavourablo reception 
in Wrance. BSinco tao Noto was 
despatched in response to an on- 
quiry from M, Clomontel, it ie to 
bo assumed that the Fronch Gov- 
ernmont will now havo undor¢on- 
sidoration to drafting of a plan of 
payment which will accord with 
the-principles laid down in tho 
Britinh Noto. 

Prominonce is givon in tho 
nowspapers to tho possibility of 
an Angio-Fronoh Conferonco in 
London in tho noar future. This, 
it is hald, might bo advantagoous, 
sinco M. Herriot and Mr. Bald- 
win havo nover mot, and’ sinco 
thoro aro subjects In addition to 
that of tho debt question which 
might with oadvantago bo 
discussed. , 

Briofly stated, tho position in 
rogard to Intor-Alliod {ndebtod- 
noss is that Britain's Allies owo 
hor approximatoly £1,800,000,0U0, 
inoluding Franco's debt which 
smounts to £625,000,000. Britain 
owos Amorios tho sum of £900,- 
000,000. Britain is repaying 
Amorica, but hor Allies are not 
ropaying Britain. By bor offor to 
relinquish all claim to monios 
due to hor from Euyono ovor and 
above tho total sho has to pay 
Amorica, Britain is virtually 
handing over all paymonts duv to 
her os Gorman reparations to bor 
Allion, and is taking to hor owa 
chargo the whole of hor own war 
damagos plus £800,000,000 of 
foreign socuritios devoted by hor 
to tho gonoral war offort prior to 
tho entry of the United Statos. 
It is common knowledge that 
Britain is thus involved in 
financial burdens which call far 
taxation of her oitizens for 
groatos than that imposod in any 
othor country in the world,

Proposing the adoption of the 
Report and Statement of accounts, 
the chairman sald: : 

Gentlemen.—The report of tho 
General Committee, together with 
the Hon, Treasurer's Report and 
statement of accounts, have beer 
in your hands for some days and 
1 will, with your permission, take 
them ns’ rend. |] think we can 
congratulate ourselves on having 
had a most successful year., We 
have had an increase In member: 
ship, our finances are in a sound 
condition, thanks to the Increased 
subscription which the “annual 
meeting snnctioned last year, and 
we have concerned ourselves with 
good result with many communal 
matters, As the report reveals, 
i wide variaty of subjects has 
engaged your Committee's atten- 
tion, and it has been clearly de- 
monstrated that the unefulness 
of the Association tends to in- 
crease with the growth of Kow- 
loon’s population. There {is still 
room for a much larger member- 
ship than we have at present, and 
it is to be hoped that the report 
now before you will have the

Kowloon Hospital. 


Before proposing the adoption 
of the repont and accounts, there 
are one or two mutters upon 


which I would like to say a few! 


words. ‘Those of you who have 
received the full. report and cor 
respondence will doubtless have 
noticed that in connection with 
the new Kowloon  hospitaj—the 
completion of which has been 
promised for August next—we 
trecently addressed oa series of 
questions to the Government. re- 
yairdings the conditions which 
will apply to that institution when 
reudy for occupation, We asked, 
among oolher things. | whether 
patients would be allowed to have 
their own doctors, what would be 
the extent of the accommodation, 
and whether there would be a 
maternity ward, The answers to 
those questions were contained in 
on fetter whieh we received leas 
than a month ago. and Tomay say 
straight away that those answers 
are extremely disappointing, We 
are told that the hospital will be 
conducted ‘on the same lines as 
other Government hospitals, that 
there will be accommodation for 
three first-chiss patients, | cight 
second¢lass patients and 23 
thirds-class patients, and that if 
is not considered necessary to 
provide a maternity ward at Kow- 
loon because there is already one 
at Victoria Hospital, 

Let me deal with these three 
most important points in the order 
in which [ have named — ther. 
Ever since this Association had 
had anything to do with the hos- 
pital question, it has been assum- 
ed that when such an institution 
would be completed — patients 
[woot be uble to have the attend 
unee of their private medical 
practitioners, As far back June, 


1920, two local medical ‘practi- 
tloners, Dra. Baledan and Strohan, 
who were then members of your 
Committee, undertook, in response 
to uo Government invitation, t« 
examine and report on various 
sites in Kowloon sultable for a 
hospital, g Their recommendation 
regarding*n site was adopted, buf, 
in spenking on the disadvantages 
of one particular site, they ex- 
plained: “As far as Europeao 
residents In Kowloon are con 
cerned, & hospital five miles away 
(offers little, df any, advantage 
over the hospitals in Hongkong. 
It is also o serious divadvantave 
to the patients to be so faw away 
from thelr own doctora, for Kow- 
loon residents are most anxious 
that thelr own doctora shall con- 
jtinue treatment while they are i: 
‘hospital.’ 


Statements Undenied. 

Now, gentlemen, we had no in- 
;t{imation fromthe Government. 
Ithat that statement was based on 
au-wrong Iden. In October of the 
fame year, at a public mecting 
held in the Kowloon British 
School, the then President of your 
Asoclation, Mr. B. L. Frost, re- 
marked that he “believed that pro- 
vision would be made for six 
wards of beds to be reserved for 
private patients, who could have 
their own medical practitioners.” 
The Government also allowed that 
statement to go undenied, whilst 
in the following month there was 
a definite public statement by the 
then Colonial Secretary that it was 
the Government's intention to 


allow patients to have their own 
private doctors. On November 18, 
1920, during the debate in the 
_ Legislative Council! on the Budget, 
‘for 1921, the.'Hon: Mr. HH. E. 
Pollock (now Sir Henry Pollock) 
expressed the hope that private 
practitioners would be given leave 
to treat their own patients in the 
new Kowloon Hospital. In the 
course of his reply to the debate 
on behalf of the Government, Mr, 
ALG. M. Fletcher omitted to make 
reference to this point, but at the 
close of his address he waa re- 
minded by Mr. Pollock of the omic. 
sion, To will read you the exact 
words ac T have taken them from 
the official Hansard reprrt: 
“The Hen, Mr. Pollock: One 
-point to which the Hon, Colonial 
Seeretury did not refer was to 
the question of private: practt- 
tioners being allowed to attend 


their own patients in the Kow- 


Joon Hospital. 

The Hon, Colonial Secretary : 
That is the intention of the 
Government.” > 


A Change of Front. 


And so you see, gentlemen, that 
for over four years we have been 
led to believe that when this hos- 
pital is completed, Kowloon — re- 
sidents will be able to go to 
hospital and enjoy the continu- 
anee of trentment by thelr own 
doctors, When the Government 
tells ous. that the — hospital 
will | be conducted — on’ the 
same linea as other Government 
hospitals, it means the exclusion 
of gencral medical practitioners.

to meet the wishes of Kowloon 
residents in this regard and we 
would now like to know the cir- 
cumstances which have led to this 
change of front, (Hear, hear).

Ordinance for no further term 
after its expiry in June next, It 
has been stated that the Govern- 
ment has a perfectly open mind 
on the matter. For my own part 
I do not think that much argu- 
ment is needed to prove that some 
form of rent control is ati} an 
imperative necessity in the 
general Interests of the Colony’s 
residents. If the present Or- 
dinance {ta allowed to Inpse with- 
out the Institutfon of some other 
form of rents protection, we shall 
undoubtedly witness a general all- 
round increase of rentals, It has 
been stated in newspaper corres- 
pondence that there are thousands 
of vacant fints to Iet in Kowloon, 
and even if that statement be true, 
I would Hke to ask whether the 
removal of the present Ordinance 
would fll them. The only effect, 
so far as one can vee, of the re- 
moval of the present Ordinance 
would be to permit of a general 
Increase in the rentals charged 
for pre-1921 properties and coull 
not affect post-1921 properties, 
for which extremely high rents 
ure already being demanded, Has 
the Ordinanee militated against 
the building of new houses? Wa 
oll know that the answer is an 
emphatic “No.” As an Association, 
we strongly urge that protection 
to tenants is still a vital necessity, 
and we look to the Government to 
comtinie to safeguard the tn- 
terests of tenants In seeneral. (Ap- 
plause). 


‘In 


Kowloon Representation. 

There is, gentlemen, one other 
subject upon which T should like 
to say a few words. I refer to 
the question of representation of 
Kowloon on the Legislature of 
this Colony. This raises an issue 
of extreme Importance. and also, 
let it be admitted, one of consider- 
able difliculty, iam sure that 
you all recognise, pentlemen, as 
Ido, that there Is, besides «the 
European community, a very larice 
Chinese. population here on the 
mainland, whose interests deserve 
just as much consideration aa do 
those of the non-Chinese element. 
Moreover, direct and specific re- 
presentation of Kowloon on the 
Legislative body of the Colony 
would naturally involve some de- 
parture from precedent, Never. 
theless, T cannot sce that these 
are insuperable obstacles, It 
would be possible, without depart- 
ing from the present nominutive 
system, to evolve some scheme 
whereby both = Chinese — and 
Buropean interests in this rapid- 
ly-developing = peninsula would 
have a far more direct voice than 
at present-in the making of our 
laws and more especially in guid- 
ing municipal activities. I need 
hardly point out to you that one 
of the objects of this Assoclation 
deals with this subject in the fol- 
towing words: “To consider, and; 
as may from time to time appear 
needful, approach the Government 
with au view = to obtaining 
adequate representation of these 
districts on the: Legislature.” 
So far, gentlemen, no such repre- 
kentationa have been made to the 
Government, We have,—and I 
think quite rightly,--deemed it 
Wise to first of all place this Asso- 
ciation on a sound and useful 
basis. It is now precisely five 
years since the K.R.A. was in- 
augurated, and I think we can, 
without being in any way guilty of 
the sin of vanity, look back on a 
career of considerable utility 
and point with some mensure of 
pride. to a record of benefictal 
achievementon behalf of the whole 
We havo always en- 


ec-operation with the Government, 
and from the frequent expressions 
of thanks. recolved from high quar- 
elalm that

rendy arrived, when more adequate 
means should be available for the 
representation and anfeguarding 
of the Interests of all communities 
on this alde of the harbour.

Without in any 
way: throwing the Constitution of

|disappointmont is tho announce- 
mont by tho Government that 
thoro will be no maternity word 
in the hospital.

a successful landing is made. It 
appoars that tho profits are such 
that it is worth while running 
tho risk of detection and soizuro 
of tho vossol, besidos tho finos 
which can bo imposed on tho 
crow. ‘Lhe mon manning these 
ships must also bo adequatoly 
componsated, and woll paid, 
for them to run tho risk of 
injury ond imprisonment. It is 
doubtful whothor thoro is any- 
romarkablo about the 
statistica which woro recontly 
publishod and showed that tho 
majority of tho vossols ongagod 
in rum-running aro apparently 
of British ownorship. ‘Iho sizo 
of our morcantilo marino, tho 
almost national industry of 
whisky-distilling, and tho con-| 
vonionco of our situation for 
oporations against the . Unit- 
ed States coast, lond them- 
selves to tho ontorpriso. But 
thoro is . nothing attractivo 
to tho observer about this 
smuggling business. ‘To begin 
with it is ilogal trafficking in on 
acknowlodged ovil, and then it is 
operating against tho laws ofa 
friondly nation, What wo would 
draw particulor attontion to at 
prosont, however, iv tho suggos- 
tion that this constant war against 
“bootloggers” holds with refor- 
enco to tho big discussion that is 
going on about opium and othor 
drugs. Whon ono observes tho 
huge exponso, and multifarious 
machinery of organisation, which 
liquor prohibition requires in 
ordor to wago a war, against 
illegal traffic, and tho small suc- 
cosy obtained on the wholo, it 
occurs to one that tho magnitude 
of tho offort which willbe required 
for propor control of drugs might 
well bo stupondous, for 1t would 
not concern one nation alone but 
sovoral tho world ovar,

Zoology (ontomology,) University 
of Cambridge, who has taken for 
his subjocot “Tho Habity of 
In_-his introductory 
eoture, Mr. Browno doalt with 
inseot collecting and what it 
lends to. With many pooplo,. he 
said, inseot collecting {s moroly 
an incident, like tho measles 
One catches the complaint from 
> meone, and usually rocovers 
Such people cou'd look back upon 
tho timo whon they shamolonsly 
ran about with a butterfly not— 
a poriod in thoir life which they 
afterwards rogrotted. The broken 
and mouldy things of their 
collection were to bo found from 
time to time amongst tho rubbish 
of tho house, to romind. thom 
of thoir transient. Wonknoss 
But somo nover recovered from 
thls complaint, and it wae with 
tho hope that many of those pre- 

sont might catoh it that ho wished 
to talk to thom upon particular 
lines of work. Difforant collec- 
tors started, esid the looturer, 
from difforeont motives, but ho 
bolioved that the majority started 
from a dosire to accumulate and 
possoss something of thoir own; 
and liko stamp collecting, insocts 
wore oasy to gat. 


Roforring to what ho termed 

“ crank” colloctors, ono of whose 
whims was never to put into 
thoir collection anything thoy 
had not caught thomsolves, Mr. 
Browne told a story of his dis- 
covery of a particular wator- 
bestle, which two collectors said 
hed not boon seen for 60 or 70 
yoars, and thoy wantod to know 
whore ho found it- Ho pointed 
to two specimens in his aquarium, 
and offered thom to his visitors; 
but thoy proferred to look for 
thoin in tho propor habitat. Thoy 
returned, howevor, without suc- 
cess and ovontually took out tho 
spocimens from the aquarium. 
Lator, howover, when they wero 
searching anothor pond, thoy 
took the tubes containing tho 
beotlos and emptied thom in 
the wator, in order that thoy 
might immodiatoly capture thom 
in thoir not, and bo able to say 
that thoy caught tho speoimons 
thomsalvos, 


AMUSING MISTAKES, 
Ono of tho lines which all 
colloctors took up as soon as thoy 
started collecting was naming 
thoir spscimens. Some never 
troubled to do this and sent thom 
to an authority to be named, 
One .collector in the South of 
S:otland, who sent his specimens 
to Dr. Sharpe to bo named, would 
put them back in the wrong 
places in the box, which naturally 
Jed to some amusing mistakes. 


Tho sccond lino of work was, 
tho life-history of insects, and 
many collectors got so interested 
in it that thoy took up this lino to 
the oxclusion of other work. 
Tho third line was one which 
was befora them when they 
started collecting, and was oasily 
developed. They soon discovered 
that tho woods, the opon fields, 
and the marshes had thoir own 
particular insects, which wore 
distributed about the country in 
o particular way.. Some were 
to bo found in thy mountains 
only, others {in tho valleys; 
so that they bad o habitat, or 
localisation, according to tho im- 
mediate surroundings, Most of 
his own collecting had boon con- 
fined to one group of insecote, 
nainely, wator-bostles, whose 
types differed with tho naturo of 
tho water in which they lived. 
The lake, tho river, and the stroam 
oach possessed ite different com- 
munity, and by looking at the 
insect a collector would know 
whother it camo frem a pond, a 
rivor, or a Inke, 

When young collootors Begun 
to auk why wore spooles capable 
of boing grouped, thoy would be 
getting out of mero collecting 
Into ite sciontifico aspect. He did 
not hopo that they would develop 
into entomologists or botaniste, 
but anyone who collected insects 

could loavo behind him work 
which could bo used by othors in 
the way ho had described, In 
hig othor lectures he vould doal 
with tho life-history of inseote 
which involved, said Mr. Browno, 
greater concentration and _con- 
tinuous work. ae

Tho Hoadmastera Conforenco, 
whioh met just boforo Obristmas 
at Cambridge, disoussed many 
subjoots ovon if it arrived at no 
notable dooision. on any. This 
may have-boon partly booauso 
several of the questions which 
wors vontilated woro not felt fo 
bo of oqual importanco or urgonoy 
in all tho schools which the head- 
mastors reprosonted. 


That of freo places, for in- 
stanco,- ia of moro concorn .to 
somo than to othora; and 
betting alec, which was roported 
to be quite a common practice 
among tho pupils of some second- 
ary sohools, is probably unknown 
among boys olaowhoro whose timo 
is so fully mappod out for thom 
that they have noithor tho noed 
nor tho leisuro for that perilous 
form of axcitoment. But in day 
schools tho pupils aro bound to 
Tofloct tho influences of thoir 
homo life ..ore olosoly than thoso 
in public schools; if botting and 
bookmaking oro in the atmosp- 
hero they would hardly bo boys 
if thoy did not show it. Simi- 
larly, a8 tho Headmaster of 
Bradford Grammar Sohool com- 
plained the other day, tho distrao- 
tions of wircloss are. Hkely to 
prove o tomptation-to day boys. 
Whilo noithor botting not Iiston- 
ing-in is invariably a vieo in 
adults thoy may bo dangerous 
temptations to unformod charac- 
tors whoso business as school 
bodys is something quite 
difforont; but they illustrate 
tho kind of thing agasinat. which 
sohoolmastors have properly to 
be on their guard. If odycation 
always resulted for tho 
educated in an appreciation of 
values and aon ability of dis- 
tinguishing between what is of 
value and what is not, botting as 
e national amusomoent might bo 
sensibly reduced and the morely 
distractive powers of a scientific 
toy countoractod. 


But it would bo a mietako to 
baso upon tho report. of the pro- 
cocdings of the Fonforence any 
conclusion as to tho prevalonco 
of betting at largo in our schools;

anothor in its oircumstances,-

down about the teaching of Latin. 
This subject, which waa discuss- 
od at some longth, was particular- 
ly appropriate for a meating at 
Cambridge, because one of tha 
schools there, tho Perso, haa been 
famous for a good many years 
now for tho direct teaching givan 
by the Headmaster, Dr- Rouse, 
and his assistunts. Tho direct 
mothod ag pursued at tho Porso 
has been highly ruccosefull but it 
has not yot established itselfin all 
over olhers. But whatovor Porso 
methods load to ultimately, thoro 
can hardly bo any dogmatizing 
about them. As the typos of 
school whore Latin is taught aro 
not uniform,it may woll bo that 
there is no one method of teach- 
ing it, though a chango-over 
midway from the old to tho new 
might almost cortuinly be 
bad. In schools whore Latin 
ia not studied more than- two 
or three years by tho majority, 
it becomes a question not how 
perfection can bo attained, but 
how much can be got into tho 
time. By tbo older teaching, 
which was slow if sure, many 
foll out by the way of sheer 
exhaustion and grow up todotest 
tho tyranny.
